Where, then, is there the need tor this new inatl- 
tution ? Is it right that the tax-payers should 
furnish board ana lodging as well as free tuition, 
and do you think railroad fare to and from the 
school will be made free? Can not something be 
done to head off thts new steal, or Is it too late?

Our correspondent probably understand 
Aye points: (I) that the Edgewood prop­ 
erty was too much ot a good thing for a 
private residence; (2) that it could never 
be utilized as a home by ex-Governor 
Washburn; (3) that it could never be sold 
tor a respectable price; (4) that no man in 
Madison could afford to own it and keep 
it in repair; (5) that Washburn found it 
cheaper to give it away than to keep it. It 
would not be a fair thing lo impugn the 
motive of 
Mr. 
Washburn 
in giving 
this property to the State. Ho did not 
want it for the simple reason that he had 
no use for it, and therefore supposed the 
State might make good use of it by con­ 
vening it into an Industrial School for 
Girls, and a year ago tendered the property 
to the State for that purpose. A thorough 
investigation was made at the time by our 
Senator Itichardson and others, and it was 
found that the State did not need, or at 
least that it would not be justified in sup­ 
porting, an Industrial School for Girls, and 
therefore the offer made by Mr. Washburn 
was rejected. In Governor Smith's annus] 
message, he dissu&ses the question of estab 
lishiug a school tor indigent children. He 
suggested that this was needed for the rea­ 
son that over IOO boys found their way to 
the Industrial School because they were 
poor and had no homes. 
They had com­ 
mitted no crimes, were not incorrigible, 
but were dependent, and to save them 
from going to the poor houses, they were 
sentenced to serve in the Industrial School. 
Governor Smith suggested the propriety ol 
accepting the Washburn property and 
make it a home tor these indigent boys. 
This has been done. How much It will 
cost can hardly be told. To a certain ex­ 
tent the building must be remodeled. The 
grounds must be kept in good shape. Of­ 
ficers must be appointed to manage the 
new institution. 
Appropriations mast be 
made to meet the expenses. All told, sev­ 
eral thousand dollars a year will be re­ 
quired. These are the facts in the case, and 
our correspondent who has a just regard 
for the interest of the State and its institu­ 
tions, as well as for the tax-payers, must ap­ 
peal to his own judgment as to the propri­ 
ety of accepting the Edgewood "property 
for the purposes we have stated. It is too 
late now to remonstrate—the title of the 
property Is in the State of Wisconsin.

THE REPORT OF THE RAILWAY COM­ 
MISSIONER. 
Hon. A. J. Turner, Railway Commission­ 
er of Wisconsin, has made his first annual 
report, whicu is the filth report under the 
Comml»sit>ner system. Co say that It is the 
best work ot the kind which has ever been 
issued in this State, would be an insuffi­ 
cient commendation for so valuable a re­ 
port. It contains statistical and historical 
matter which have neyer before appeared 
in print, aud tnerefore can not fall to be a 
most valuable work ot reference. 
A few 
days 
ago 
we 
published 
irons 
this 
report 
some interesting facts regard­ 
ing 
the 
railways 
in 
Wisconsin, 
Which are hardly necessary to republ ish 
in fall. The number of miles of road in 
the State is 2 834, and there were built 
during the year 1878,91 miles. 
The cost 
of all the roads, which is somewhat diffi­ 
cult to estimate, is put dowu at 180 mil­ 
lions of dollars, making an average of over 
$42,000 per mile. The total debt of the 
roads, funded and unfunded, is $91,678, 
199. The gross earnings of the roods are a 
little over 26 million dollars, for 1878, of 
Which $11,931,619 is apportioned to Wis­ 
consin on the basis ot miles of road within 
the State, compared to the whole, which is 
an increase for Wisconsin ol nearly 2 mil­ 
lion dollars oyer 1877. The total earnings 
and operating expenses ol the roads from 
1876 to 1877 both inclusive are as follows:

W ashington, Jan. 29.—The compilation 
by the Bureau of Statistics of reports ol 
exports from aa imports into the United 
States for the calendar year 1878, shows 
that the balace of trade was $304,542,571 in 
favor of this country, as against a balance 
of $110,050,112 for the calendar year 
1877. This 
is 
tho largest balance in 
our favor that has ever been known, and 
the increase from 1877 was much greater 
than the increase from 1S7G. The balance 
in our tavor for the first six months of the 
current fiscal year from July to December 
$148,838,030, as again a balance of 
$102,159, G99 for the corresponding months 
cf 1877. This indicates tho rapidity with 
which the commerce 
of the country is 
growing. 
The abr-ye statements refer only to 
hipments of merchandise. There 
has 
been a steady lliw of gold into this coun­ 
try during the year which has just closed, 
the rep iris showing that $1,971 173 more 
gold was imported than was exported, 
while in 1877 the exports of gold exceeded 
the imports by nearly $25,OOO.OOO. 
D ar­ 
ing the last six months there were nearly 
$3,000,000 more gold imported th in ex­ 
ported. Tne returns for the corresponding 
months of 1877, show that shipments were 
just the othcriway to asimilar amount.

ing and maintaining under the State au­ 
thority and regulations, the principle of 
cjmpetition on the part of book publish­ 
ers, offering text books for use of schools 
in this State; and fourth by affording to 
home talent and borne capital the same 
opportunity for supplying our people with 
acceptable text books, 
that 
is 
now 
afforded 
to 
authors, 
and 
pub­ 
lishers 
residing 
without 
the 
State. 
The Board also present an extended and 
vigorous report on the question of spelling 
reform entrusted to tnem. 
They urge a 
radical reform in English orthography, 
but deem it advisable to wait until some 
more practicable method than is now ob­ 
tained is educed, and a dictionary printed 
on the principles thereof. When such a 
dictionary is issued the State is to furnish 
officials and teachers with copies, and rec­ 
ommend its speedy use in the State school 
work, and all official documents.

New Facts About His Fam ily-Let- 
ters and 
Documents, Now First 
Published. Which Prove the Dedal 
Marriage of Lincoln's Father and 
Mother—Flat Contradiction or the 
Story Told in Lanon's “Life of Lin­ 
coln." 
New York Tribune, January 25. 
Resent developments promise to settle 
the long disputed question whether the fa­ 
ther and mother oi Abraham Lincoln ever 
were legally married. Shortly before Ward 
Ii. Lamon published his "Lite of Lincoln,” 
in 1872, it became known to some of those 
who had been the warmest friends of the 
dead President that Lamon intended to 
publish the statement that on account of 
their extreme poverty the parents of Lin­ 
coln never were legally married, as accord­ 
ing to the laws of the State of Kentucky it 
woald have been necessary to hie a bond 
to guard the State against an over-supply 
of paupers. Much other matter bearing 
upon the same point was also intended to 
be included in the book, and the Lincoln 
family desired to have ii suppressed. The 
family and its most intimate friends were 
positive that there was not the least ground 
for a charge of illegitimacy against Lin­ 
coln. Accordingly Judge David Davis aud 
Leonard Swett, a prominent lawyer living 
in Illinois, who had been a firm friend of 
Lincoln, exerted themselves successfully to 
have much of this matter suppressed. 
It appears, however, from Lamon’s book 
that in his own mind the author had grave 
doubts as to whether Lincoln’s parents 
were ever married, and he seems to wish 
to render the home of Lincoln’s parents 
as unattractive as possible in order to make 
the contract between Lincoln's early and 
later surroundings as strong as possible. 
Lamon speaks of Thomas, A bra Inin's lath­ 
er, as “wanting in character,” aud says that 
tb s was one reason why “Silly” Bush, * a 
modest aud pious girl, lu all things pure 
aud decent,” refused to marry him. Lamou 
refers to the marriage of Thomas Lincoln 
to Nancy Hanks as follows: 
Some time in the year 1800 he married 
Nancy Hanks. It was ia the shop of her 
ut.cie, Joseph Hanks, at Elizabethtown, iu 
Hardin county, that he had essayed to learn 
the trade. * * * It is admitted by all 
the old residents of the place that they 
were honestly married, but precisely when 
or .how, no one can tell. Diligent aud 
thorougU searches by the most competent 
persons have tailed to discover any trace 
of the fact in the public records of Hardin 
and the adjoining counties. 
The license 
and the minister’s return in the case of 
Lincoln and Sarah Johnson, his second 
wife, were easily found in the place where 
the law required them to be; but of Nancy 
Hanks’ marriage there exists no evidence 
but that of mutual acknowledgment aud 
cohabitation. At the time of their uaion, 
Thomas was 23 years of ago and Nancy 
about 23. 
Again, on page 17, is found the follow­ 
ing : 
The lives of his (Abraham’s) father and 
mother, and the history and character of 
the family before their settlement in In­ 
diana, were topics upon which Mr. Lincoln 
never spoke but with great reluctance and 
significant reserve. In his family Bible he 
kept a register of births, marriages, and 
deaths, every entry being carefully made 
in his own handwriting. * * * It has 
not a word about the Hankses or the Spar­ 
rows. It sbows the marriage of Sally Bush, 
first with Daniel Johnson, and then with 
Thomas Lincoln, but it is entirely silcut as 
to the marriage of bls own mother. It does 
not eyen give the dale of her birth, but 
barely recognizes her existence and de­ 
mise, to make toe vacancy which was 
speedily filled by Sarah Johnston. 
To show Mr. Lincoln's reticence about 
his parentage, Lamon gives several ex­ 
tremely brief replies which were sent to 
applicants for biographical sketches. “Mr. 
Lincoln,” writes one of the applicants, 
“communicated some facts to me about his 
ancestry which he did not wish published, 
and which I have never spoken of or al­ 
luded to before.” 
While Id Kentucky last fall, ex-Secre- 
tary Bristow met a lawyer of high reputa­ 
tion, J. R. Browne. Mr. Browne lives In 
Springfield, Washington county, is a man 
of wealth, a Republican, and one who takes 
great pride in guarding the memory of the 
dead President. 
He heard of the reports 
referred to above, and caused a diligent 
search to be made for the record of the 
marriage of Lincoln's parents. 
The search 
was successful, and Mr. Browne mentioned 
the fact to Mr. Bristow, who urged him to 
make the result public in order to removo 
the doubt on the minds of many on the 
subject. 
Mr. Browne promised to send 
copies of the bond and certificate to Gen. 
Bristow, and recently he did so. 
Mr. 
Browne’s letter and the accompanying 
copies of documents were as follows: 


S p r in g f ie ld , Ky.f Dec. IC, 1878—Cen. 
B. if - Bristow, New York City—D e a r S ir : 
When I last saw you in Louisville I prom­ 
ised to send you a copy of the record of 
President Lincoln’s father’s marriage. I 
now send it to you. 
Tne record ought to 
forever silence the charge of the Presi­ 
dent's illegitimacy. I have talked with 
men of the highest veracity who have told 
me that they attended the wedding. With 
a sincere wish, etc., I am truly yours. 
R. J. BROWNE 
The following is a copy of the bond: 
Know all men by these presents, That 
we, Thomas Lincoln and Richard Berry, 
are held and firmly bound unto his Excel­ 
lency. the Governor of Kentucky, in the 
just and full sum of £30 current money, to 
the payment of which well and truly to be 
made to the said Governor and bis succes­ 
sors we bind ourselves, our heirs, etc., joint­ 
ly and severally firmly by these presents, 
sealed with our seals, and dated this 10th 
day of June, 180G. 
The condition of the 
above obligation is such that, whereas, 
there is a marriage shortly intended be­ 
tween the above-bound Thomas Lincoln 
and Nancy Hanks, for which a license has 
Issued, now if there be no lawful cause to 
obstruct the said marriage, then this obli­ 
gation to be void, else to remain in full

The Jewish year is based upou the cal­ 
culation that the world was created 3,760 
years before Christ was born, and that 
number of years, added to the sum since 
the birth of Christ, gives 5639 as the Jew ­ 
ish year of the world. 
Julius Caesar, 45, 
B. C., acting upon the evidence and ad­ 
vice of the astronomers, adopted the solar 
year of 365 days six hours as the basis of 
what is known os the Julian calendar, and 
made provision for the excess of th e.solar 
year 
over the number of days, by 
introducing bisextlle, or leap year, when 
the year w«9 of 366 days. 
The 
true 
solar year, it was known, was composed 
of 365 days 5 hours and 49 minutes. 
This 
slight difference, it wes found in the six­ 
teenth century—1582—had amounted to 
teii days, and, to obviate this error. Pope 
Gregory XIII, ordained that year 
(1582) 
should coosist.of only 365 days, by which 
order the 5ih of October became the 15th 
of October: and iu order to prevent any 
further irregularities, it was determined 
that the year which was the first each 
century should not be bistxtile, or leap 
year, excepting every fourth century: thus 
the first years of the eighteenth and nine­ 
teenth centuries, cr the years 1700 and 
1800, were not leap years, and the year 
19J0 will not b e , but the year 2000 will be 
leap year. The form established by Pope 
Gregory was adopted by Fraoce, Italy, 
8p iin, Denmark, Holland, Flanders, aud 
Poitugal. in 1582; Germany two years 
later; Switzerland aud Hungary in 1583 
aud 1731, and by England in 1751-2, by 
leaving out eleven days, making the 3J of 
September the 14lh ot that month. In 
Russia, Greece, aud t h r o u g h o u t the East, 
the old style is s till r e t a i n e d , w i t h the dif­ 
ference of t w e lv e days

COAL AND WOOD. 


Migration to the West. 
From the New York Tribune. 
Taking the toad scales of the whole period 
since 1873, the year of the panic, when the 
fall of prices aDd the scarcity of work in 
the East set people here to thinking about 
going West, it would appear that more 
than 2,500,000 people have taken up homes 
in the West and South in the past five 
years. Of this number, Dot over 690.000 
can possibly have been supplied by foreign 
immigration, ihe rest of the total of 920,- 
OOO immigrants in those years remaining 
iu the E ist or in the towns and cities of the 
Pacific coast. At least 1,880,000 people 
have, therefore, gone from the East and 
from Virginia and Kentucky, in the tost 
five years; over 500,000 of them during 
1878. This remarkable fact is regarded as 
part of the explanation why times have 
grown perfectly easier in this country dur­ 
ing 1878 
There is no mistake about the 
fact that times have grown easier. There 
is Its* labor unemployed, and there u 
larger consumption of manufactured goods. 
This migration to the States would alone 
have been the means of producing thl9 re­ 
sult, even if it had had no material aid 
from any other source. 
The regioos to which the migrators prin­ 
cipally went rn 1878 are Texas, Kansas, 
Dakota, Nebraska, Minnesota, and Cali­ 
fornia. in the order nam ed; but same have 
gone to Florida, Arkansas, Colorado, Iowa, 
New Mexico, sod the regions beyond the 
Rocky Mountains. Nebraska gamed 100,- 
C3D of these new settlers during 1878. Gov­ 
ernor Pillsbury, of Minnesota, writes that 
his State gamed 50.000. Kansas gamed 
probably 125,000. The Arkansas Valley in 
Kansas alone gamed 50,060 settlers iu 1878. 
The eminence of Kansas in wheat produc­ 
tion in 1878 is due to the immigration of 
previous years, aud such has been the rush 
this year that the position of Kansas as the 
banner State in wheat seems guaranteed 
tor some time to come. 
While Kansas 
gained 125,000 of new settlers In 1878, it is 
estimated that Dakota did the same, the 
rush to that region being, of coarse, due 
largely to the mining excitement, although 
not exclusively. 
Texas claims to have 
gained half a million during 1878, but 
there is d o proof that the influx to the 
State was more thau 200.000 at the very 
outside. The movement to Florida aud 
other regions was small.

HON. JAMES IT. KNOWLTON. 
The Chicago Journal of last evening 
brings us the sad intelligence of death of 
Hon. James H. Knowlton. 
Judge Knowlton was well known by the 
old residents of this city. He came to this 
city prior to 1843, and commenced the 
practice of his profession here. 
He 
re­ 
mained here until about 1847, when he 
removed to Shullsburg in this State, where 
he continued to reside until 18 50, when he 
purchased the residence now occupied by 
lion. A. Hyatt Smith, and 
returned to 
this 
city. 
He 
continued 
to 
reside 
here 
until 
the 
autumn 
of 180 ’ when he removed to Chicago. He 
became a member of the firm of Knowlton, 
Prichard 
Jackson, on the first day of 
June, 1858, and continued the senior mem­ 
ber of that firm. and of the firm of Knowl­ 
ton & Jackson, until his removal to Chica­ 
go. Judge Knowlton was for many years, 
prior to his removal to Chicago, one of the 
leading 
lawyers 
of 
this 
State. 
In the proceedings for the impeachment of 
the lion. Levi Hubbell, Judge Knowlton 
was one of the attorneys for Judge Hub­ 
bell. He was also one of the attorneys for 
Governor Bashford In his slaluo icarranto 
proceedings against Governor Barstow for 
usurping the office of Governor of this 
State. In 1802 he was a candidate against 
Judge Orsamus Cole for Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court. He was a member 
of the Assembly for Lafayette couoty 
in 1856, and for this city in 1858. lo the 
session of 1858 he was Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, and Chairman of the 
special committee appointed to Investigate 
the alleged fraud and corruption In the dis­ 
posal of the land grants of 1850. 
On his removal 
to Chicago, Judge 
Knowlton took a high rank in his pro­ 
fession in that city, and so long as his fail­ 
ing health permitted his attention to busi­ 
ness, he had a large practice. 
Judge Knowlton was a self made mac, 
and won his way to the highest rank in hi9 
profession by his great industry and perse­ 
verance. 
His mind was incisive and vig­ 
orous, and was well stored with much 
learning outside of his profession. He was 
wed read in his profession, and was inde­ 
fatigable 
in 
his 
preparation 
for 
the 
trial 
of 
his 
cases. 
He was ktnd, sympathetic and generous, 
and in his relations with hi9 professional 
brethren was always courteous. 
A large 
circle of friends in this blate will mourn 
his loss.
